v W h a t vessels Watson will take 
is already being discussed. 
It is 
thought his fleet will consist of the 
N ew ark, flagship, two battleships, 
the Iowa or Oregon and the Texas, 
and some fast cruisers like the C o ­ 
lumbia, Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
St. Louis. 
The cruiser San Fran­ 
cisco, with Commodore Howell on

W atson himself suggested the raid 
and was the first to volunteer for 
its execution.

Fifteen Reg iments fro m Chirka ma g ua 
to Go to the Fro nt.

C h a t t a n o o g a , Tenn., June 27 
— Preparations to move are being 
made by fifteen regiments under 
orders to proceed to Tampa. 
The 
regiments are the following: 
Eighth Massachusetts, Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania, First West Virginia, 
Fifth Illinois, One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Indiana, First N ew H am p­ 
shire, 
Fourth 
Ohio, 
Thirty-first 
Michigan, Third Wisconsin, Sec­ 
ond Wisconsin, One Hundred and 
Fifty-eighth Indiana, Fourth Penn­ 
sylvania, First Georgia, 
Twelfth 
N ew Y o rk and Third Illinois. 
The disappointment of the reg­ 
iments not included in the order to 
move is painful. 
Enough arms are on 
hand to 
equip the regiments to the front. 
Nearly one hundred empty cars are 
in waiting in the railroad yards to 
load the troops on board. 
The first troops will hardly leave 
Tampa before Wednesday and Gen. 
Brooke hopes to get four regiments 
on the road Tuesday. 
The commissary department is 
busy today preparing “ marching 
rations” for the fifteen regiments 
sufficient to last thirty days. These 
will be issued perhaps tomorrow. - 
It is the purpose of Gen. Brooke 
to supply the portion of the army 
about 
to 
leave 
with 
canvas 
campaign 
uniforms 
if 
possible, 
though this may not be done,as the 
supply of these suits is not large.

Si h o n e v , near Santiago de Cuba, 
via Kingston, Jamaica, June 27.— 
Unless there is a sudden change in 
the plan, the entire American army 
in Cuba will be marching to San­ 
tiago and almost within hailing 
distance of that city by the time 
your readers get this dispatch. 
Some of the troops are advancing 
today, starting at 6 a. m. 
The ad­ 
vance guard of the Americans is 
encamped within four miles of San­ 
tiago, the Seventh regular infantry, 
Col. Benham, leading. 
The entire first brigade under 
Generals Wheeler and Strong is 
encamped within two miles of the 
Seventh regulars. 
It includes the 
Second Massachusetts volunteers. 
The 
Seventy-first 
N ew 
York 
regiment is still here. 
Roosevelt’s 
“ rough riders” are encamped where 
they pitched camp after the skir­ 
mish with the Spaniards on Fri­ 
day. 
The Cuban troops are a 
mile 
ahead of the Americans and en­ 
camped a mile and a half from the 
Spanish outpost on the San Luis 
hills, 
just 
outside 
of 
Santiago. 
Shots 
are 
exchanged 
now 
and 
then, but the range is too great. 
The heavy artillery of the A m er­ 
icans is being landed today at Bai- 
quiri and will be forwarded quick­ 
ly tomorrow. 
The 
delay is entirely 
due 
to

artillery. 
Generals 
Wheeler 
and 
Strong 
are 
with 
the 
advance guard. 
The officers are 
chafing 
at the delay and would 
have made an attack 'without it if 
they had not been stopped by Gen. 
Shafter’s emphatic order. 
Your correspondent went

the ground today 
and climbed a 
hill overlooking the city of San­ 
tiago and the harbor, all of which 
he could see plainly. 
The 
red 
cross flag was flying 
from the Spanish hospital. 
This is 
the first time that the flag was ever 
used by the Spaniards.

ships, it is said, can enter the har­

abreast, one passing to the 
right and the other to the left of 
the wreck.

W m. G. lluglies, of Co. I, Capt. 
L. T. Beck, 
of this city, com­ 
manding, 
died at 
Cliickamauga, 
Ga., 
yesterday,

Democrat of today lias the follow­ 
ing touching account of his illness 
and demise : 
For the first time since the Sec­ 
ond jMissouri war, mustered into 
the service of the Fnited States, 
the death angel came and claimed 
one of its soldiers. 
He was W m . 
G. Hughes, of Co. I, who for two 
weeks has battled with pneumonia. 
Everything possible was done for 
him. 
Both 
^laj. Crawford 
and 
Dr. Stearne exerted themselves day 
and night to save the man’s life, 
and his comrades of his company 
did all they could for him. 
The Second has been extremely 
fortunate so far, and grim death 
was a stranger to its men. 
T o ­ 
night^ the band did not play for 
guard mount, nor d^d it play the 
national air for retreat. 
Only the 
sad notes of the trumpet playing 
“ laps” awoke the stillness of the 
evening, and its alto tones struck 
melancholy to the hearts of the 
watchers who sat beside the dead. 
Hughes was a man past middle 
life. 
He enlisted at Sedalia as an un­ 
married man, but since the regi­ 
ment has been in the field and he 
became so desperately ill, he con­ 
fessed that he iiad a wife at Tal- 
mage, Neb., and they had drifted 
apart. 
He longed to 
hear from 
her and his aged mother at Mora, 
Benton county, Mo. 
Night and morning, when the 
mule of the mail carrier clattered 
across the stones in front of the 
hospital tent, he would ask if a 
letter had come 
for him. 
Each 
time was he disappointed. 
This afternoon he began sinking 
fast. 
Maj. Crawford sat beside his 
field cot. It was just 5 o’clock wiien 
the mail 
carrier’s mule clattered 
across the 
rocks 
of 
the 
parade 
groiiiid and to the adjutant s tent. 
Hiiglies moved as though he recog­ 
nized the sounds. 
A few minutes were required to 
open the mail sacks and sort the 
contents. 
Then an orderly fuirried 
to the hospital and thrust a letter 
ijto Muj. Crawford's hand. 
The 
Major dropped the patient’s wrist 
to look at the letter, which was 
from Hughes’ wife, and breathed 
forgiveness to the dying soldier. A 
tear came into the veteran doctor’s 
eyes, 
as 
he 
said: 
“ Too 
late; 
Hughes is dead.’ ’ 
The body will be gnven a milita­ 
ry burial tomorrow in the National 
Cemetery at Cliaitanooga. 
Cant. 
Beck, who commands Company 1, 
will arrange the necessary detail for 
an escort and firing squad.
